It was the Treaty of Paris, by 


which Spain gave a ooveheignity 
over these islands which stretched 
•"back to more than two 
centuries 


prior of the United States Decla- 
ration of Independence. 


Today the Philippines are being 


administered by their 110th gover- 
nor—Henry Lewis 
Stimson, one- 


time American Secretary of War. 
The first of the long line of for- j 
eign administrators 
was Miguel j 


Lopez de Legaspi. 
who assumed 


office in the year 1564. 


It was Major General 
Wesley 


Merritt, who first acted as Uncle 
Sam's long arm controlling the 
Philippines after the "days of "98." 
He was followed by Major Gen- 
erals Elwood S. Otis and Arthur 
McArthur, the latter turning the 
islands over to civil authorities 
July 4, 1901. 


William Howard Taft, later to 


become president and still later 
chief justice of the United States 
supreme court, was the first civil 
governor, and he was responsible 
for changing the title back to the 
old Spanish one of Governor-Gen- 
eral during the administration of 
his successor, Luke E. Wright. 


Jaudenes Last Spaniard 


The last Spanish governor-gen- 


eral who actually functioned as 
such was Fermin Jaudenes. But 
notwithstanding the surrender of 
Manila to American forces on Au- 
gust 13, 1898, the Spanish govern- 
ment appointed General Francis- 
co Rizzo as acting governor gen- 
eral. He gave way to Diego del 03 
RIDS, who established his govern- 
ment in Iloilo and held this au- 
thority until the eventful treaty of 
30 years ago today. 


By the terms of the treaty of 


Paris, the United States acquired 
the Philippines by purchase;— for 
$20,000,000— and not by conquest,
